1, On 1 October 1958, Chinese Communist National Day, CHANG Ai-P’inS* 1 chief ©f 
staff of the last China Military Area, stated that militia units would be 
reorganised and trained during the winter. The purpose of the large-scale 
training activities was to Increase the knowledge of organisational, military, 
and political affairs, emphasising political training, and to raise the cultural 
level of the trainees. The training program was to serve as the foundation for 
a widespread militia system wad a compulsory military service system. 

8. ly late August militia units had been organised in 62 percent of the villages 
in Chekiang, 74. 5 percent of the villages in Shantung, 53 percent of tee villages 
in southern Kiangsu, 67 percent of tee villages in northern Kiangsu, and 6l«5 
percent of tee villages, in Fukien. The number of militia unit leaders who had 
completed training by late August was 31,482 in Chekiang, 37,224 in Shantung, 
about 10,000 in southern Kiangsu, about 23,000 in northern Kiangsu, and about 
27,000 in Fukien. 
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3. Os 23 September sea defense troops were billeted at Liuoh'engts'© (0491/2052/0625) 
in Ch'ungwu (N 24-53, B 118-54).
